The Attempt to Burn Hew York. 
The atrocious attempt to burn the city 


of New York, last Friday night a woek 
forms, not only one of the most startling 
inoidents in the history of tho Country, but 
one o/ the most signal escapes from a scene 
of terror and suffering too shocking even 
for the imagination to dwell upon.

wholesale conflagration was contemplated, 
and by almost super-human exertions, suc- 
ceeded, in conjunction with the fire depart- 
ment, in extinguishing the fires before they 
gained much headway.

In these poor families, 


umong the aped women and iittla children, 
dwelling in these huts, how abundant is 
fever and disease ! In Asere, in Var, and 
in the Upper and Lower Alps, the peasants 
have not even wheelbarrows j they carry 
the manure on their backs; they have no 
candles, but bum pine knots aud bits of 
rope soaked in pitch. 
And the same is the 


case all through the upper part of Dauphine. 
They make bread once in six months, and 
bake it with the refuse of the fields. Iu 
the winter it becomes so hard that thoy out 
it up with an axe, and soak it for twenty- 
four hours before thuy con eat it. 


GORMANDIZERS.— A man has just died 


in Paris of insatiate hunger. 
He could not 


cat qnou«h. His earnings beinginsufficient 
to satibfy his loormous appetite, thouirh he 
ate scarcely anything but bread, his fellow 
workmen used to contribute towards his 
support; but, wearied with thus burdening 
his friends, and worn out by his sufferings.
